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Moulton Students ‘Top the Tables’ 

Data recently published by the Learning and Skills Council showed that in 2007/8 the success factor for 16-18 
students at Moulton College was 7th highest out of more that 650 directly funded providers nationally. 


A remarkable achievement by the Northamptonshire college, which 
prides itself upon offering places to students who show the motivation 
to succeed, rather than those who have achieved most at school. 
Success in Colleges is measured by the proportion of students that enrol 
on a course, who remain to the end and pass all elements of the 
qualification: the published data for 2007/8 reflected an overall success 
rate by Moulton students of 93%, which was the best in the College’s 
88 year history. 

However, when the results for 2008/9 were analysed, staff were 
delighted to learn that student performance had improved still further to 
94%. 

Meanwhile adult students had achieved a creditable 89% success rate, 
more than 10% higher than the national benchmark. 


However the underlying achievements are even more impressive, as 
most students not only obtained a National Qualification, but also 
achieved a range of key skills certificates and industry specific 
qualifications (or ‘licenses to practice’). 

College principal, Chris Moody said; We are proud of our students’ 
achievements and aim to provide them with the skills and qualifications 
valued by potential employers. Whilst increasingly important, academic 
qualifications alone do not provide a passport to success: it is the 
additional skills and personal attributes that applicants can offer a 
business that will get them to the head of the queue when seeking the 
best jobs. The package we offer our students is broader than that 
traditionally offered by most schools and colleges, and this helps well 
motivated students to achieve that career success’. 



Golf and Cricket Academy

Moulton College’s new Golf Academy is up and running. 


Students sign onto the Advanced Apprenticeship 
in Sporting Excellence, a government scheme that 
allows aspiring golfers to study for a BTEC National 
Diploma in Sporting Excellence as well as 
completing a Level 3 NVQ in Achieving Sporting 
Excellence (equivalent to 4 A’ levels). 

However, the best part is that they get to play golf 
three times a week with professional coaching as 
part of the college course! 

Sports Studies Subject Manager Craig Jackson said, 
“This is a fantastic course for students who are 
interested in working in the golf industry - it gives 
them high level coaching to further their game as 
well as excellent qualifications that are accepted for 
entry by universities”. 

Now, thanks to a partnership with Northants County 
Cricket Club, Moulton College is launching a new 
Cricket Academy for the region’s talented cricketers. 
Students will study for the same qualifications as the 
golfers, but get professional coaching from the likes 
of David Ripley at Northants’ purpose built indoor and 
outdoor facilities. 

The Cricket Academy adds to the current portfolio of 
academies (basketball, rugby, football, hockey, golf 
and dressage) that all operate with professional 
partners or coaches. 


For the first time next year, through a unique link with 
Northamptonshire Grammar School and Bishop 
Stopford School, students will be able to study for a 
combination of ‘A’ levels and BTEC Nationals whilst 
being a full member of one of Moulton’s sports 
academies. 

Director of Sport Lee Howarth said, “We are also in 
discussions with other potential partners and hope 
to increase further the range of sports available as 
part of our academy provision - so watch this 
space!”

Following the excellent OFSTED inspection in 2008 when 
the College was judged to be ‘outstanding’ in all key 
areas of activity, OFSTED visited the college, once again, 
in November to carry out a Care Standards Inspection.
